THE C0 C0ANUT TREE. 


It H a s a n I rre s is tib le C r a v in g F o r S a lt 


W a te r. 
“In the trop ics, where the eoeoanut 
is wanted for p lanting, the nuts are 
p icked up when they fall from the 
tree where they have hung for about 
fourteen mouths in rip ening. 
It is a 
fact not generally known,” says the 
Bakers' Weekly, "that a majority of 
the nuts drop at night, which p rob­ 
ably accounts for tho small 
|(k - of life 
by cocoa nuts fulling up on the heads 
of the uatlves. 
"The action of the heavy dew at 
night loosens the seal with which na­ 
ture has p rovided the nut and allows 
it to fall. 
The nuts wanted for p lant­ 
ing are either gathered into heap s or 
p laced under sheds, where they are 
allowed to sp rout before p lanting, in 
order that good, health» ‘sp rout nuts' 
may be selected, thus avoiding the 
p ossibility 
of p lanting 
‘blind’ 
nuts 
that would not sp rout, in which case 
much time would be lost in starting 
the ‘eoooauut walks,’ as the orchards 
are called. 
When holes are dug about 
three feet deep and twenty feet ap art 
the nut is carefully p laced in the hole 
and covered with about one foot of 
soli. 
The hole Is billed as the sp rout 
grows until It reaches the surface, 
when it is left to itself, requiring no 
further attention. 
Should the p lace 
where the eocounut is p lanted be any 
great distance from the seashore a 
quantity of salt is p laced in the hole. 
It will grow in luxuriance, however, 
hut a short distance from the shore, 
nearness to salt water being absolute­ 
ly essential to its welfare. 
“An Interesting story is told by a 
gentleman who resided for some years 
in the trop ics. 
He p lanted a cocoa nut 
tree behind a board fence some dis­ 
tance from the sea. 
Thu tree grew 
p erfectly straight until it reached the 
top of the feme, when it began to 
grow toward the ocean, leaning a foot 
or more. 
Then a shed was built quite 
near the fence, but several feet higher, 
and the tree again grew straight until 
the roof <*f the shed was reached, 
when it again leaned toward the sea, 
forming a very curious and odd look­ 
ing tree. 
“The irregular growth was wholly 
attributed to the influence of the salt 
air. 
No magnet is truer to the p ole 
than the root of the eoconmit tree to 
the ocean, for when the root breaks 
through its husk it p oints directly to­ 
ward the sea. no matter what the p o­ 
sition of the nut when p laced in the 
ground.”

Probably few p eop le know that, the 
original nume of the state of Tennesee 
was Franklin or that in 17.88 the sal­ 
arila ot the officerà of the common­ 
wealth were p aid in p elts, but the fol­ 
lowing is a correct cop y of the law; 
"lie it enui ted by the state of Frank­ 
lin, and it is hereby enacted by author­ 
ity of the same, that from and after the 
1st day of January, 1788, (In- salaries 
of this commonwealth be as follows— 
to wit: 
“ His excellency 
flu* governor i>er 
annum, JOU deerskins. 
“ His honor the chief justice, f><ay 
deerskins. 
"The secretary to his excellency the 
governor, 500 raccoon skins. 
“County clerk, 300 heaver skins. 
“Clerk of the house of commons, 200 
raccoon skins. 
“Justice’s fee for serving a warrant, 
one miukskin.” 
At that time the state of Franklin 
extended to the cast b nk of the Mis­ 
sissip p i river, and on the west bank 
was that great unknown forest region 
of Louisiana, 
it was then a terra in 
cognita, save a few’ canoe landings 
and Indian trading p osts on the river 
banks. 
Jt was known as tin* <i¡strict 
of Louisiana and in Puf» was made the 
territory of Louisiana. 
The state of Franklin, which became 
Tennessee In 179(5, was almost as lit­ 
tle known. 
The now great city of 
Memp his was a mere trading p ost and 
was not laid out as a village until 
1820. 
Felts were as p lentiful in those days 
as p ennies and much belter distribuì 
ed for p urp oses of currency and bar 
ter.
